rbTCaEASED EXPORTS. 


According to "Eradstreet's" shipments of 


wheat, including flour, fron both coasts of 
ihe United States la^t week amount to 3,- 
SS-1,000 bushels—a quantity that has been 
esceeded only in two previous weeks since 
the close of last year. Similar exports for 
the whole of May were oal,r 1,000,000 bush- 
els less than for the corresponding month 
last year; and the weekly totals this month 
have been running ahead of those of last 
season. Cotton eiports in May were larger 
by 6,oCOj949 pounds in amcuct and $486,- 
464 in value than were the shipments in 
May, 1SS2; and so far this month over 
21,000 bales more cotton hz.ve gone abroad 
than in the corresponding period last year. 
Corn exports are also enlarging, as a result 
o! a deficiency of feeding eiops in Europe.

export trade may be relied upon to bring 
about in early reversal of 1 he merchandise 
balances, which for severs.1 months past 
lave been so heavily in favor of the Old 
World.

Pishing is qmte 
as important to them as agriculture, and 
they all know the ways and whereabouts 
of the creatures of the deep ami of tho 
reef as well as of the birds of the grove 
and mountain slope. With- nets of the 
olona fiber and sweep ropes of ki loaves 
they draw the countless variegated finny 
tribes into the shallows of tho lagoons 
and out upon the sands and have a trick 
—whore it is permitted—of placing un- 
der heavy stones beneath tho water tie 
bruised roots of a plant—auhulm—which 
intoxicates every fish^coraing within tin 
influence of its juice. 


Excellent boatmen, in spite of the 


primitive character of the native canoes, 
they make adventurous runs from island 
to island and are especially skillful in 
handling a little craft in tho midst of 
surf of great bi caking billows. 
It is it 


sight to see a Hawaiian canoe coming 
ashore with or with«nt the ma—an out- 
rigger of light wood which steadies the 
frail craft. Tho sea birds skimming ovw 
the rollers do not seem more at home 
in the middle of the hugo Pacific surf 
than the brown skinned Kanakas pad- 
dling to land from a fishing or sailing 
excursion in the evening. They under- 
stand tho tricks arM dangers of; the coral 
barrier which they must cross and take 
the enormous wave which rolls over 11 
with shouts of excitement and delight. 


If they are capsized, it is nothing 1o 


them so long as no sharks are about. 
They really make tho white and blue 
breakers their playfellows in their pop- 
ular sport of bee nalu, or swrf swimming, 
where a party of these laughing water 
babies of all ages, naked except for a 
wreath of seaweed or a whisp of bark 
cloth, will go down to the reef's edge at 
sunset, canying long light boards of 
koawoocl, 8 foot long and 18 inches broad, 
stained black and highly polished. Clasp- 
ing these, they swim boldly out to sea- 
ward, diving, plank and all, under eacti 
incoming roller as they meet it, until 
they have gone as far ont as where the 
ocean feels the first of tho coral bottoia 
and swells for its oater line of long bil- 
low. 


Then, turning their faces shoreward, 


they lie down Hat upon the plank, bal- 
ancing themselves upon it and holding 
it with feet and hands straight along Hie 
glassy back of the great roller, which 
teams, curls, leaps and thunders under 
them as they tear along tossed like bub- 
bles amid tho milky spume and tli9 
whirling sen Incc, until they conw 
drenched and shinim; to tho thoro or 
into tho placid green, water inside tho 
reef. The very babies learn to swim al- 
most before they aio able to toddle, an.l 
as for tho grown boys and girls of the 
islands, and tho mem and women, tho 
waves are as much their playground as 
tho woo'ds and meadows, and there are 
instances where Hawaiians have been 30 
hours in the sdC, after a capsize and have 
yet come safely to land. 


But one mtist bo strong and well and 


unencumbered f or these long swims, and 
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a sick man cannot sport with tho ocean ; mo or the iitHo OUB-' 


a throb o[ solid motion in the shinin, 
surfaco which drops a small boat iut 
vast, shallow valleys and again lifts : 
upon the breast "of gradual but far 
reaching slopes, and tho very peace o 
the sleeping clemout becomes dreadfu' 
But when a swimmer beats tho salt se 
far from land or help, his chin upon it 
binning top, his eyes just level with th 
long glitter of tho surface, the vastuei 
and bareness and cliiadliness of itbecom 
to all but tho hardiest absolutely tern 
ble. 


There is no man who, swimming in th 


ocean, has not experienced oven when h 
had safety close at hand that irresistibl 
horror at tho littleness of his powers an 
at the largeness of tho chilly death lai 
ping and washing all around him, befor 
and behind, and right and left, as far 
away on every quarter as to where th 
sky comes down to the sea. And it i 
worse when ho thinks of tho deep aby& 
of licruid beneath his feeble feet—a: 
though, for the matter of that, seven fee 
ot water will choke tho life from 
wearied swimmer as well as 4,000 fa 
thorns of tho mid-Pacific. 


Actual death by drowning is probably 


like most other forms of dying, not a 
all painful, but never does death appea 
more visible and dreadful than wbei. 
you look along the face of tho sea, strug 
gling with its waters for every breat 
that ia drawn and every yard tlutt i. 
won, while the dance of tho brine wash 
es over the lips and nostrils and fling 
its bitter menace into tho blinded eyes.

Mlcmorlea of 1871. 


On tho last, week in May each year tho 


French socialists HBO accustomed to cel- 
ebrato tho "bloody week," rthich wit- 
nessed tho downfall of the Paris com- 
mune in 1871, tho killing ol! 25,000 of th" 
ijihabit.ints and the oxiling of 00,01 
others. As early as 1880. under tholeni] 
erslnp of Gwnbettd, and the modera- 
Eepublicans, a general amnesty wi 
voted, with only iivo or six exception 
to tho participants of tho commune, '. 
is significant albo that many of tho mi 
nicipal regulations whicii the coinrat 
nists demanded were afterward grante 
by the chamber of deputies. 


"Bloody week" began ou Sunday, Ma 


21, when tho Versailles troops entcre 
Paris by a breach in the fortincatio 
wall which the national guards had ne$ 
leoted to defied. They came in by tl 
Boh de Boulogne, and terrible slret 
fights continued daily until on tho fc 
lowing Sunday, May 28, Marshal M. 
Mahon wus in full possession of the cit 
and declared the commune at an en< 
On May L'3 the Versailles troops ca] 
tured the Central Market halls an 
threatened General Borgeret, who wj 
stationed at the Tuileries.
